Stan  also  used  his  knowledge  of  football  here  at  Clinton,  where  he  was  a member  of  the 
sophomore  team.  An  avid  farmer,  Stan  was  also  an  active  member  of  the  FFA. 

Stan  will  always  be  remembered  by  his  friends  at  CHS.  A plaque  in  his  memory  has 
been  placed  in  the  commons.  This  summer  the  FFA  will  erect  a memorial  welcome  marker 
on  Route  54,  west  of  the  high  school.
